AN ADVENTURE WITH A FERO- 
CIOUS CINNAMON, 


Grizzlics end BSilver-Tips—A Prectical lliustration 
of Diflererces of Disposition in che Bruin Fame 
ily—Tho Story of a Hunt fora Grizziyia 
Arizcna— Details of the Hunt, Sco.

‘‘Most naturalists hold that the brown bear, 
the ‘cinnamon’ bear, the ‘silver 
the ‘grizzly’ are of the same species,” ra. 
marked Superintendent Brown, of the zoologi- 
cal gardens, inachat about bears the other 
day. “I am nota firm believer in ‘species.’ 
There is really a vast difference between ell 
these bears of the same ‘épecies,’ and if some 
of the learned text-book zoologists would take 
the {rouble fo go out west and get a speaking 
acquaintance with the different members of 
the family they might change their opinions 
with a suddenness that would be more con- 
vincing than dignified. are not 
only different in color, but in nature and dis- 
position as well. Ifthere was no 
ity between a ‘ciunamon’ and a ‘silver tip’ I 
would not be at this moment in a position to 
discuss the question. 

Last summer I took a trip out to Arizona, 
and while there 1 came to the conclusion that 
l would if possible get a shot at a 
heard that there were plenty of _bears 
mountains near where 1 was, but nobody 
seeped anxious to hunt them.

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A GREAT CROW ROOST, 


A Million Corn-Steaiers Capture the Woods 
and Astonish the Natives, 
From the New York Sun, 

Busexi.t, Pa., April 14.—As Simon Trauel, 
& jarmer living near High Knob, in the south- 
western pers of this county, was chopping in 
the woods about half way up the mountain on 
Thurscay last, he was attracted by a flock of 
crows which appeared suddenly from a sonth- 
ern direction and alighted in a high tree a 
hundred yards away. After a great deal of 
loud cawing the flock arose and flew away ia 
the direction from which they had come. 
Treuel then went on with his work. 

Aboutthe middle of the afternoon, an hour 
aiter the crows had taken their departure, he 
happened to look southward, and saw that the 
sky was black with some approaching object. 
In a few miputes he discovered that it was ‘an 
immense fleck of crows, which soon swept 
into the Knob woods, and with athuader of 
wings end deafening clamor of throats settled 
cown into the trees, whose leafless branches 
tecame blackened with the birds from top 
to bottom. For three hours flock after ook 
of crows poured into the woods, until the side 
of the hili for a space of more then forty acres 
was covered #0 thickly with them that big 
brenches were split from the trees beneata 
their weight. It was eo nearly dark when the 
last flock found a resting place in the woods, 
nud widnight came belore quiet was restored 
n the vast congregation. : 

he crows remaine® in the woods natil 
last Monday. Early every morning flocks 
would start out from the colony, teking differ- 
ent directions, and after being absent for an 
hour cr e0 would one after another re- 
turn. The arrival was greeted with the wild- 
est commotion all through the woods, vogifer- 
cus cawing and flapping of wings being kept 
up for some minutes. Then other flocks would 
go cut to be met withthe same hubbub on 
their return. Thé news of the great crow 
recet spread aTound the thiuly- 
petticd region, and people came from 
fur and near to seé and hear the 
Cc OWS 

On Saturday a number or the natives agreed 
that it would bea good thing, now that they 
hed apparently all the crowa there were in the 
country within reach, to make nightly raids 
on them, and thus save a great deal of future 
loss to cornfields. Accordingly, a party of 
seven, armed with guns and long poles, and 
some ofthem carrying terches, began the 
work of destruction. They reached the woods 
where the crows were sleeping about 9 o’clock. 
The torches were lit,and the raiders entered the 
woods. “[hey hed not proceeded far when 
they were greeted with a yell of defiance from 
100,600 crows. The yell was followed by bun- 
dreds of the birds boldly attacking the inva- 
ding party, usiug both beak and claw with 
tuch eifect thatthe surprised backwoodsmen 
were forced to flee to suve themselves. They

Rey, Zachary Eddy, of the Congregational 
church, in whose heart the birds sing perenni-~- 
ally, gave play to his feelings and discoursed 
on “Spripg.”’ 

Rey. Mr. Beckwith, of St, Luke’s, spoke on 
the humble beginning of Christ’s career. Dr. 
Kendall, of Trinity, spoke on “Love thy 
neighbors,” Rev. Mr. Judd preached at St. 
Philips from the text “When lam weak then 
I am strong.” Mr. W. A. Montgomery preach- 
ed at the Second Baptist on “What Christ’s 
sacrifice teaches.’”? Dr. Barnett, at the First

Below are summaries of the different - dis- 
courses. 


Firat Baptist Church, 

Dr. Hawthorne preached to an overflowing 
congregation with his accustomed force and 
power. Subject: “God withus and in us:” 

The manifestation of God in the incarnation 
was necessarily limited to the capacity of 
physical expression. This manifestation is 
the basis of our religious faith—but this alone 
is not sufficient to sustain us in our conflicts 
with sin and to liftusupto sit in heavenly 
places and bask in eternal ‘sunshine. 

We must have an abiding presence—the 
comiorter promised by Christ as he went away. 
The holy spirit is not in the church corporate, 
but in the individual members. The spirit 
was manifested to men, not to churches. The 
spirit of God comes to the church only in its 
members. This doctrine fosters personal piety 
and personal manhood. Such feel that his 
salvation depends on his own faith, and day 
by day he feels the comforting: presence of 
God. The church is a divine institution, 
where men of God come together to work in 


hsrmony in the master’s cause. 
The Holy Ghost in God’s 
people simply * evokes into their 


conscience what was already revealed to the 
apostles. Salvation issomething grander than 
to-escepe the terrors of the law. Itis broader, 
deeper, more sublime in the restoration of the 
divine image in our souls, implanting new 
principles in-our lives—the indwelling spirit 
expels fear. When a man has faith, it gives 
him access to God. When God is present to 
the fear of 
man. He who feels himself inspired, empow- 
ered and uplifted by indwelling divinity, is 
ready to face a frowning world, and to 
co his duty at every hazzard. 
What cares he for ridicule? 
What cares he for the carping critic? What 
cares he for the threats of social ostracism? 
What ceres he that men who have sold their 
birthright call him a hair-brained enthusiast? 
What cares he that some ecclesiastical par- 
venue of unknown origin,thrown.to the gurface 
in some social upheaval, calls him fanatic?

Conscious of the recti- 
tude of his motives, standing on the solid and 
immutable foundation of truth, feeling the 
pressure of the hand unseen, and the support 
ofthe arm divine, heisas calm and defi- 
ant as Milton’s personification of purity amid 
the abandoned crew of Comus.

Surely ifany one had a right to boast 
of himself it was the Apostle Paul, who by 
birth, nativity, learning and culture had all 
the claims ef the Pharisee, yet he 
seems to think there is nothing 
worthy of attention of the Christian 
minister in preaching or of man in hearing 
other than the cross of Christ. Dr. Mont- 
gomery proceeded to the inquiry aa to why 
Apostle Paul thus gloried in the cross of Christ 
and preached Christ crucified. He then de- 
livered an impressive description of the suf- 
fering of Christ upon the cross, showing that 
it was the soul that suffered to appease the 
inexorable law of justice—a sacrifice for sin. 

Christ’s sacrifice teaches the- following les- 
cOnB: 

1, God’s love for man. 

2. God’s-holiness and detestation of sin. 

3. God’s hatred to sin. God’s justice comes 
out. He had proclaimed upon Mt. Sinai that 
the soul that sinneith it shall dia. On Met, 
Calvary. justice eheathed its sword in 
the heart of Christ that the law might be sat- 
isfied. 

4. God’s mercy. Mercy and justice, the 
pillars of God’s throne, meet in an arch of 
ealvation over man; they meet upon the crogs. 
Righteousness and peace kiss each other there. 

o, The death of Christ upon the croas the 
only remedy for sin.
